SB 47 Allen Economic development; tax increment financing; water 

improvement tax increment financing authority; create. 
 
Senator Allen explained the intent of the bill and answered questions. 
 
Joe Agostinelli, from the Office of Senator Allen, answered questions. 
 
Jonathan Bassett, from the Michigan Legislative Service Bureau, answered questions. 
 
Andy Schor, representing the Michigan Municipal League, testified in support of the bill. 
 
Joe Agostinelli returned to the testimony table to answer additional questions. 
 
Larry Steckelberg, representing the Michigan Department of Treasury, testified on the bill and 
answered questions. 
 
Kurt Newman, representing the Michigan Department of Natural Resources, testified on the bill 
and answered questions. 
 
Richard Hobrla, representing the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality, testified on 
the bill and answered questions. 
 
Tom Frazier, representing the Michigan Townships Association, submitted a testimony card in 
support of the bill, but did not wish to speak. 
 
Written material in support was submitted by Michigan Sea Grant.

Representative Meadows moved to adopt the following amendments to Senate Bill 47: 
 
 1.     Amend page 6, line 17, after "that" by striking out "replace" and inserting "service 
existing structures that have". 
 
 2.     Amend page 6, line 19, after "systems" by inserting "that service existing 
infrastructure".

 2.     Amend page 14, following line 18, by inserting: 
 "(2)  The board shall prepare a water resource management plan in consultation with the 
department of environmental quality, the department of natural resources, or any other entity with 
expertise in water quality management and invasive species management.".
